The following extract from correspondence may interest 
other Local Branches:

Committee which Professor 
Frank Aydelotte the Massachusetts Institute Technology 
chairman, will make preliminary report this question 
the meeting during the Christmas holidays, and sure the 
committee would exceedingly glad receive account 
any preliminary discussion the subject which you may hold. 

“You will get many suggestions for discussion this subject 
from Professor Hudson’s recent book (The College and New 
America) and other specific questions related the will 
occur you. Among them might suggest the following: 

“Do enough encourage our students read for them- 
selves, and not how may more? 

“What means could taken give undergraduates better 
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knowledge subjects whole distinct from courses those 
subjects? This connects with the first question since probably 
every one would agree that the most profitable outside reading 
for undergraduates would books tending link their courses 
together that they may have idea their subject whole. 

“Are our grading systems adequate measure intellectual 
ability and grasp distinct from mere memory, which may 
the result cram? 

“What the value tutorial preceptorial methods in-. 
struction and honors examinations stimulating the intel- 
lectual interest undergraduates

discover upon the campus most powerful and enigmatic in- 
fluence. will never able fathom it. never congeals. 
subtle, irritating and withal extremely delightful. has 
more discussion, done more good, and wrought more 
harm than any other single influence. the ‘academic mind.’ 
shall attempt definition it. you know experience 
cannot add your knowledge. you not know you are 
congratulated and commiserated. All all, should 
prefer defend rather than attack the academic mind. 
should not want the president any university which 
did not suffer from this disease chronic form. makes for 
stability, for sound weighing evidence, for scientific scholar- 
ship, for the absence sentimentalism, and for frank recogni- 
tion the power the mind. 

“On the other hand, guilty some delightful and confus- 
ing results. scholar, man must put the emphasis 
his own special field. Difficulty arises, however, when this em- 
phasis becomes excessive, where there adequate planning 
curricula and when little anything done help the student 
really understand that knowledge unity. The bewildered 
student apparently never able reunite the disjecta membra 
his thought world and fashion them into the living reality 
call life. because these results that the academic 
mind berated. inevitably engenders aloofness, occasions 
the lack general sense humor and minimizes those plain, 
humble, human that look for all men. 

inclined believe that must charge against the 
academic mind much the dead formalism, and mechanical 
externality American education. should dislike tell here 
all that think the various systems admission which have 
been vogue our universities. Surely these methods 
have not intended find real college material, but rather 
encourage the accumulation credits which will serve 
ticket admission. any rate, have not encouraged in- 
tellectual interests and recognized vital facts which not ap- 
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pear record sheets. Character, purpose, and spirit are more 
important than the skill pass examinations the ability 
secure 

“Surely the examination system now employed American 
universities symptom the same ailment. ask the 
student pursue variety courses and then submit 
series examinations. reasonably successful piles 
away his credits like much wood that has sawed. 
repeats the process eight times and give him 
have been searching for method killing intellectual curi- 
osity and genuine spirit inquiry have been diabolically 
successful. our aim convince the student that knowledge 
comes chunks, that starts melt evaporate, must 
confined watertight airtight compartments, and that 
knowledge consists separate fields bearing relationship 
the fascinating reality life, then our methods justify the 
procedure. become educated center one’s interest 
acquiring enough credits receive diploma, then have 
succeeded quantity production beyond even the experts the 
industrial world. education completed commencement, 
then are dealing with real paradox which understand 
something that apparently absurd yet true. man 
engages study for the purpose charging his mind once and 
for all, and commencement day disconnects intellectually 
from the source power, then again there occasion for just 

“College supposedly place where man set free from 
the usual demands life order that may come into contact 
with the rarest spirits all time. reality four years 
leisure, unhurried association with scholars! time 
when man finds himself and his friends, develops his sense 
value and browses among the best books all centuries! 
this suggests the way the student uses his leisure then know 
where finds his deepest satisfaction and his real world! 
Frankly, regards his university work secondary, not 
tertiary, and finds satisfying outlet for his energy and genius 
athletics, dramatics, journalism, and student government. 
Perhaps the highest test which American universities will ever

have succeeded placing the emphasis properly. The English- 
man owes his success the great war very largely his genuine 
sense sportsmanship.

In- 
tellectual achievement carries off the first honors. The American 
student’s world reality the inevitable counterpart the

“Through the rattle and clamor student activities, back 
the endless ratiocinations academic minds, there shine the 
abiding realities true university ideals. Here men know the 
freedom the truth. Ancient tyrannies may still oppress the 
multitudes. New monarchs may arise enslave men. Others 
may enjoy great wealth. The university man possesses his mind 
and soul self-respect. will brook interference with 
his untrammeled search for truth all fields. Regardless 
the consequences preconceived notions, prejudices super- 
stitions, goes calmly his way patiently, painstakingly 
seeking for knowledge. His joy banish ignorance. His only 
fear error; his deepest satisfaction truth. kneels the 
shrine truth. one desires understand the depth this 
spirit, let him venture rob the academic man his freedom. 
Let one suggest that investigation shall limited and the pro- 
fessor shall muzzled one desires know how adamant 
his devotion science and how inviolate are his ideals 
freedom.

credit for courses is, believe, the greatest defect the American 
educational system, and ought strive for some method 
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general examinations testing the real grasp subject 
whole. But such examinations are possible, nevertheless 
certain that they demand skill which can acquired only 
practice. The art examination difficult one, and 
America still its infancy, particularly the matter 
measuring the ability use one’s knowledge. The new psycho- 
logical tests are interesting attempt this, measure 
the capacity the boy man stands. They are crude, 
and for our purpose they suffer under the defects assuming 
only the most elementary information. need tests that will 
ability use scholarly and specific knowledge. Any one 
who attempts introduce examinations this kind will 
disappointed first, because the art has not yet been sufficiently 
developed. use them effectively, need learn that the 
conduct examinations important and worthy part the 
educational process giving lectures, and quite stimulating 
the teacher. Ascertaining what the pupil knows, measuring 
his progress and deficiencies, is, indeed, part teaching, and 
quite essential portion the imparting information, 
The true teacher should constantly both developing the mind 
his pupil, and ascertaining how rapidly and beneficially the 
process going on. One the defects much our teaching 
—and especially the lecture system—is that this second part 
the function education great degree lost from sight. 
improvement our examination system which will measure 
the grasp whole subject is, believe, the most serious ad- 
vance that can made American education

The 
external aspects standard collegiate institution are now 
familiar most persons who are concerned with them. Most 
respectable colleges now conform the prescription standard- 
izing agencies, far conformity desirable.

need determine what goal set ourselves. merely 
return the status disturbed the coming the war? Even 
so, have easy road ahead, for optimist who finds 
this year’s teaching research semblance our former 
activities. And are setting ourselves adequate goal this 
all that shall strive for? Whether compared with the 
monetary outlay compared with the time and effort which 
expended day day and year year, how great were the re- 
turns scientific output, promising young scholars, edu- 
cated citizens? Those returns seem inadequate not alone when 
measured absolutely, but when regard what some our 
sister nations did accomplish. can hear the response that rises 
many lips: tell this us? How can the best, how can 
any, results come under system wherein the teacher, from end 
end his career, cannot relax his vigilance lest fall prey 
the wolf that does not quit his door? And you cite what 
may have been accomplished elsewhere, not forget, while mak- 
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ing the comparison, the time and effort must give supple 
mentary tasks. What time have for study, what freshness 
left for teaching, when pass from the class-room never- 
ending round committees met, statistical tables 
drawn up, questionnaires answered; when, all this done, 
mayhap spend the minutes that remain laboring con- 
those who have the final word that academic two and two 
make four? What spirit work there left man sees 
the resources his institution ever anew allotted, not lessen- 
ing the burdens the men who are their posts, not making 
adequate provision for the subjects which are the list, but 
creating new departments study adding new bricks 
and mortar that serve but impoverish the more?’ 

“Each these griefs grievous, and each only too often real; 
but conviction grows stronger and stronger that ourselves 
have full part responsibility for what has been, and our- 
selves the power bring remedies. true that individuals 
you and are disadvantage, but professional group 
have the elements which should make ours the weightiest word 
all questions academic policy and practice, and one element 
alone preventing this. That one element our individualistic 
attitude. Rarely can bring ourselves join collective ef- 
fort. deplore our having little say, and yet how un- 
common that unite voice common will. Have you 
ever participated the efforts faculty, its own initiative, 
formulate and maintain opinion measure any com- 
plexity? Have you ever wrestled with the problem persuading 
faculty group who agree general proposition accommo- 
date their differences view its details? you never 
remarked that the long run some who protest the most vigor- 
ously against the usurpations executives trust rather work- 
ing out their problems with those executives than submitting 
them the criticism their peers? Having myself thus par- 
ticipated, thus wrestled, and fear times thus trusted, 
disposed believe that have had nearly much democracy 
ever really invited. 

theory executive encroachments, ourselves 
not only render such encroachments easy, but even force them 
upon our executives. The institution must have within au- 
thority some form, deputed self-constituted, and this au- 
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thority takes the features monarchy oligarchy when, 
not deliberately, least unthinkingly, will that so. 
Our executives have the main come from our midst, and yet 
after all surprising that many even those who were the

“The same lack coordinated effort manifests itself when 
view our educational system from national, rather than from

“Thus see the looseness the tie uniting the members 
our profession reflex the lack any satisfactory bonds 
whatever within our educational system, just this academic 
situation itself detail the constitution our whole social 
and political fabric, thoroughly characteristic country where 
biennially forty-eight different assemblies convene legislate 
each for its own locality regarding taxation, education, railroads, 
sweatshops, marriage, divorce, cigarette-smoking, and the length 
the gunning season bathing suits. 

“And may further remark that, just the absence 
collective will within our faculties has evoked and even imposed 
autocratic administration our colleges, the parallelism 
the general conditions will almost inevitably impose sooner 
later upon our whole educational system coordination which 
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liable come from without—nay, which will assuredly come 
from without—unless soon enough fashioned from within. 
manifest the need for general direction that many have 
proposed and urged recourse the federal government for 
solution. Shall have cabinet officer director our edu- 
cation have Secretary War? Shall have national 
university with function paralleling that the War College 
the General Must have undergone our travail 
soul and body through all the period laissez-faire only 
that may the end adopt the educational bureaucracy 
which centuries adaptation have but half resigned our elder- 
sister nations? Seme would assent, accepting any coordinating 
measure preference the chaos which has till now existed. 
But this our only choice, would that least might 
have accepted the birth our republic, and thus have been 
spared the waste and wear all the intervening years, costly 
and meaningless out them nothing come for which 
lacked the models and the warnings full century ago! 
hope and trust that this not our only, nor our best, alterna- 

“The educational foundations have accustomed organiza- 
tions large scope for the purpose investigating conditions 
and formulating conclusions. The inter-institutional associations 
have furnished working models the spontaneous association 
interested parties for somewhat similar ends. The two types 
have common the feature that they can only recommend and 
cannot legislate, and both instances have learned that much 
can brought pass through well-matured recommendations 
without the backing authoritative sanction. Out blending 
these two models there gradually being evolved type 
central clearing-house for educational matters whose charac- 
teristic features are that constituted the institutions and 
the inter-academic associations and looks them for the con- 
tinuance its existence; that has broad functions investi- 
gation and recommendation, but that its conclusions carry with 
them only the authority they derive from their inherent weight, 
their representative character, and the willingness the indi- 
vidual institutions accept them. this seemingly weak type 
organization there are large possibilities moral force, and 
far can make and keep itself the mouthpiece the

all other features and looking 
only the university, one cannot fail see this desire. not 
now considering the sincerity the sanity the movement. 
not raise the question honesty purpose purity 
motives. only invite attention the fact that the colleges 
and universities are state foment and debate which 
faculty initiative and control are uppermost the thought. For 
the present, least, this probably reduces the efficiency and 
the general results some colleges. Here, the industrial 
world, the opinion that definition rights and duties 
will necessary before the academic unrest will disappear. 
There are two distinct tendencies, one regard college 
manufacturing plant and the other regard subject 
the collective management those called serve. This latter 
form academic socialism contrasted with the more 
less autocratic management manufacturing plant. The 
professor desires set his own standards service and 
measure the time shall give well evaluate his own 
service. This essentially the contention the coal miners who 
insist upon five-and-a-half-day week. not now affirm that 
either these positions wrong. only calling attention 
the parallel. When professor group professors pro- 
pose fix their own salaries and determine the number 
hours they will teach day week they are doing precisely 
what any other group men are doing when they demand the 
right determine their own conditions and terms service. 
may worth while suggest that the farmers are thinking 
about the same problem. fact, this world-wide state 
mind. useless ignore it. folly despise it. The 
question control the railroads not essentially different. 
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The railroads not belong the employees, nor the uni- 
versities the professors. the one case have private 
the other, public ownership. The citizen does not 
own the government, but his right control democracy 
unquestioned. The measure his control determined 
law. the university are seeing reflection the sentiment 
the hour; sentiment made more acute the economic prob- 
lems growing out the war. There question that these non- 
academic movements for more initiative and control have been 
greatly accelerated the advance wages, the temporary 
assumption control the government, and the changed 
point view all these matters developed our war experi- 
ence. The one set problems will political; the other will 
academic. shall need into pretty full discussion 
the duty and responsibility the faculty the public before 
any final solution the problem will reached. State uni- 
versities particular will held responsible the public for 
what they are and for what they do. The precise status 
faculty distinct from executive administrative party such 
deans, presidents and trustees will for discussion 
the near future. The foreshadowings such discussions are 
already visible.”—President Thompson (Ohio), Proceedings 
National Association State Universities.

Engineering instructors, successful, must have large 
measure the spirit self-sacrifice, and unselfish devotion 
for the good their students. this respect they not differ 
from all high-minded men every profession. Personal comfort 
and gain must always kept subordinate the large duty 
hand. 

Because these ideals, however, the engineering educator 
should not permit himself become the victim his own devo- 
tion, nor, through lack wisdom, encourage 
permit the public his employer take advantage his 
interest the work. 

can well praise the physician who puts aside his own 
personal comfort gain and freely gives his services without 
hope reward benefit person financially unable pay for 
the services rendered; but should this habitually for 
the well-to-do public, and deliberately deprive his family neces- 
sities, our admiration changes doubt. 

The engineering educator America employed, rule, 
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organizations which represent the richest states people 
the world. They are course, habitually short funds, for 
any healthy organization the needs and opportunities surpass 
any possible income. Nevertheless, there valid reason why 
the work which undertaken these institutions should not 
well done and well paid for. 

The public demands that the output the engineering 
colleges shall the highest possible quality. cheap product 
not wanted, nor people have confidence the quality 
the product turned out cheap men. between two engineer- 
ing instructors presumably equal ability and devotion, far more 
weight will placed upon the results attained the $4,000 
man than the $2,000 man. 

However may deprecate the matter, the fact that per- 
sonal services are valued largely proportion the amount 
paid for them. There little respect held students 
business men for instructors who are willing accept less than 
living wage. 

There reason why engineering instructors should not 
able live under the same economic laws other citizens, 
expecting and receiving salary commensurate with the needs 
their families, and comparable with the value the services 
performed. 

does not redound the credit the engineering instruc- 
tors and their organizations that they have failed recognize 
and meet this condition underpayment, especially the lower 
grades. They cannot teach efficiency engineering practice, 
nor inspire confidence their teaching when they themselves 
are daily conscious their own economic failings. They know 
that the students have little regard for the shabby, debt-ridden 
man matter what his theoretical attainments may be. 

The world respects success; listens with indifference 
excuses for failure. measures success, unfortunately perhaps, 
largely terms dollars, least ability not only 
something useful, but the same time support family 
reasonable comfort and free from debts. The man who his 
devotion absorption his daily work fails provide for his 
family defeats the very object for which working, sacrifices 
the confidence others, and thus loses his opportunity for wider 
usefulness. 

10. Education longer experiment, its value estab- 
lished. safe investment which nets big returns should 
oversubscribed. Past policy overmodesty should give way 
campaign for financial support for education commensurate 
with its value. 

11. fundamental proposition, should universally ac- 
cepted that every engineering educator entitled living 
wage from the instruction which gives. 
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12. should not compelled seek outside employment, 
income from investments, depend upon the efforts mem- 
bers his family, enable him secure living. 

13. the same time, should recognized that small 
amount outside work the line his profession desirable, 
not necessity supplement his living wage, but means 
improving, maintaining his knowledge the subject which 
teaching. 

14. When becomes necessary seek outside employment for 
the sake the remuneration, then the choice occupation 
usually limited and the educator may deprived the experi- 
ence which needed his educational work. 

Salaries should expressed terms purchasing power. 
Provision should made whereby any reduction the purchas- 
ing power the dollar met immediate and adequate in- 
crease salaries expressed dollars. 

16. living wage for engineering educator should ade- 
quate not merely furnish the absolute necessities life, food, 
clothing, and shelter, but also cover proper contributions 
charities and altruistic efforts, provide some simple pleas- 
ures and enable the educator set aside small sum, least 
per cent., for the contingencies sickness old age. Any 
amount less than this can not considered fair recompense 
for the time given the work. 

17. opposed sound public policy for engineering 
educator seek accept salary less than living wage 
below that paid for similar work. Even though man may have 
another source income or, being unmarried, may able 
exist smaller income, yet the acceptance less wage, 
for any such reason, tends lower the proper compensation 
other educators. 

18. menace public welfare, and the engineering 
profession for the teaching staff the engineering colleges 
consist underpaid, incompetent educators.
